As a rule, they 
prefer a well-drained, loamy soil that is 
either neutral or slightly alkaline (sweet). 
Always plant at the depth they have 
previously grown. Be sure the soil is well 
prepared. Well-rotted manure or bone 
meal, well mixed with the soil, is ad- 
vantageous. Never allow any ‘’commer- 
cial’’ fertilizer to come into direct con- 
tact with any part of the plant.
